. 1.1 he paved for their width between the sidewalh lines; the Governnent 
of ecurse paying for paving only to'the middle of the streets opposite 
the Govemnent l.md.the city paving the balance of the streets at the ex¬ 
pense Of the abutting property.

STEEL WORK. 

The steel work except roof construction and tops of floo’* 
beiims. la entirely enoloeed In fIreprooflne. The steel work of 
roof was executed In strict accordance with the requirements of 
the specification and Is a first-class piece of work - well 
painted and everything snuc and well finished. Jud^lnc by this 
and the statements of Superintendent I am satisfied t>»t the 
structural eteel work of entire bulldlne was well erected. The 

paint has been entirely worn off the tops of floor beams and 

consequently a requirement is insertod ir. ^ 

insertoa in the interior finish 

apecificatlona for re-painting same. 


TBRRA COTTA WORK. 


The terra cotta was well set throuf:hout the buildinc , 
but Gwin{5 to the defects aftenjrard appearlnc due to exposure to 
the weather before building; was roofed, a good deal of the floor 
work has been condemned by Superintendent. The disintegrated 
blocks in great numbers have been removed until In some rooms, 
the floors resemble a big sieve with perhaps 25 per cent of the 
terra cotta removed, the holes being of mny shapes and sizes. 
Contractor is permitted to patch these floors on account of 
great expense of furnishing all now terra cotta, he taklni^ the 
risk of floors standing the tests specified. Superlntendent 
would have been fully justified in requiring the removal of en¬ 
tire sections of floor construction. 

In the mitter of marking the terra cotta for removal, 
Superintendent Instead of being harsh has been liberal with con¬ 
tractor. Superintendent punches a hole in the soffit of every 
block to be removed throughout the floors. I examined some 
sections of floor thus spotted but where the terra cotta had not 
yet been removed and saw no blocks unfairly spotted. The terra 
cotta rejected can be easily crumbled in the fingers and is gen¬ 
erally covered by a thick coat of efflorescence. The interior 
Of the terra cotta substance also in many cases contained par- 


^cles of a white substance which I believe mst have been the 
jourco of the efflorescence* The work of repairinc floors was 
at a standstill during; my visit. 


BT^KE?T GLASS IN SKYLIGHT. 

1 examined the skylifjht construction and took up some of 
the caps to see if glass was set too tight as claimed by con¬ 
tractor in his letter enclosed in letter of Superintendent, dat¬ 
ed Nov. 19, 1901, I found no glass set too snug for expansion 
hence I judge Superintendent made no unfair requirements during 
construction. If any glass was set too snug It must have escap¬ 
ed Superintendent’s inspection. I am Inclined to think the 
Uiass which has cracked was not proijerly annealed. There is 
\ery little of this broken glass and I recomraend contractor be 
Ve^iired to replace same to satisfaction of Superint endent.

The tile 
was solidly bedded in arsi pointed with Portland Cement mortar 
as required. The tile approved and used was not the form shown 
on drawincs.
